Interstate  routes  bear  numbers  under  100, 
and  local  state  routes  bear  numbers  over  100  preceeded  by  the  abbreviation  for  the 
State.  In  general,  east  and  west  routes  bear  odd  numbers,  and  north  and  south  routes 
even  numbers.  The  marker  consists  of  a black  numeral  on  an  orange  background  with 
black  bands  above  and  below.

You  Don’t  Have  to  Study  the  Encyclopedia 
to  Find  Things  in  this  Volume 


To  find  a place,  the  general  location  of  which  is  known  to  you, 
refer  to  the  key  map  pasted  into  the  front  cover.  The  numbered 
rectangles  give  the  areas  covered  by  each  map  page.  It  is  much 
quicker  to  refer  to  the  key  map  than  to  hunt  through  the  pages  for  a 
map  of  the  desired  area. 

If  you  do  not  know  even  the  general  location  of  a place,  refer 

to  the  alphabetical  index  in  the  back  of  the  book.  It  will  give  you  the 
page  number  and  the  position  on  the  page. 

If  you  want  a map  of  the  area  north,  south,  east  or  west  of  a par- 
ticular page,  do  not  bother  even  to  refer  to  the  key  map.  The  numbers 
of  pages  showing  adjoining  areas  are  always  given  on  the  margin  of 
the  page. 

Pages  are  arranged  in  grids,  like  a checker  board,  and  are 
numbered  from  left  to  right  and  down  the  page. 

Note  that  pages  over-la^p.  Every  town  shown  adjacent  to  the 
margin  of  a page  is  repeated  on  the  page  showing  the  adjoining  area. 

In  planning  a trip,  use  the  key  map.  It  gives  the  best  routes  and 
the  distances  between  the  principal  towns  and  highway  junctions. 

Signs  and  symbols  are  fully  explained  on  page  2.  This  is 
valuable  information,  prepared  at  great  expense,  and  the  user  of  this 
book,  to  get  full  value,  should  familiarize  himself  with  the  system  of 
symbolizing.

The  series  of  maps  contained  in  this  volume  has  been  built  up  and  perfected 
over  a long  period  of  years.  As  these  maps  show  every  highway  within  the  area 
which  they  embrace,  and  a vast  amount  of  other  detail  now  shown  on  ordinary 
maps,  the  labor  of  preparation  and  the  possibilities  for  error  have  been  thousands 
of  times  greater  than  on  an  ordinary  “road  map”  or  “guide  book.”  Such  publica- 
tions usually  confine  their  attention  to  main  traveled  routes,  a simple  and  inex- 
pensive proposition  compared  to  the  preparation  of  maps  of  such  detail  as  those 
contained  within  the  covers  of  this  book.  It  is  inevitable  that  in  so  tremendous 
an  undertaking  errors  will  occur.  It  is  not  the  absence  of  error,  a condition  which 
can  never  be  achieved  in  map  making,  but  the  remarkably  small  percentage  of 
errors  compared  with  other  publications  that  has  placed  National  Survey  maps  in 
a class  by  themselves  for  accuracy  and  completeness  of  detail. 

Whenever  an  inaccuracy  or  an  omission  is  discovered  by  the  user  of  this 
book,  the  publishers  will  count  it  a favor  to  have  the  matter  brought  to  their 
attention,  and  particularly  request  that  in  such  cases  as  definite  and  specific 
information  be  furnished  as  possible,  to  make  an  immediate  investigation  and 
correction  of  the  error  possible.  While  over  a thousand  local  officials  have 
checked  over  the  maps  for  their  various  districts  and  co-operated  with  us  in  the 
accumulation  of  data  in  this  particular  volume,  a work  of  so  large  a magnitude 
never  becomes  perfected  to  such  a point  that  additional  revisions  may  not  be 
made  to  good  advantage. 

In  preparing  this  series  of  maps  no  effort  or  expense  has  been  spared  in 
striving  for  completeness  and  accuracy.  The  observing  user  of  these  maps  will 
quickly  recognize  that  they  represent  a labor  of  love,  and  not  simply  an  effort  at 
money  making. 

A word  of  explanation  regarding  the  cost  of  preparing  these  maps  is 
pertinent,  because  we  find  that  some  customers  are  momentarily  deceived  as  to 
value  by  the  relatively  small  size  of  this  book  of  maps  compared  with  the  thick- 
ness of  various  automobile  books  containing  advertising  matter.  The  bulk  of 
such  books  is  made  up  largely  of  ads;  and  the  cost  of  preparing  typed  running 
directions  over  main  routes  is  trifling  compared  to  the  cost  of  preparing  complete 
detailed  maps  of  scientific  accuracy  which  cover  everything  and  serve  a man 
equally  well  when  he  is  off  on  a detour  or  back  in  the  wilds  on  a fishing  trip. 
Furthermore,  these  maps  are  lithographed  in  colors,  and  as  each  color  has  to  be 
printed  from  a different  plate  as  a separate  operation,  this  adds  greatly  to  the 
cost.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  bulk  of  these  volumes  down,  and 
therein  lies  one  of  the  great  advantages  of  maps  over  running  directions,  in  that 
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they  give  more  complete  and  detailed  information  in  a much  more  portable  and 
compact  form. 

The  publishers  wish  particularly  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  purchasers  of 
this  volume  the  fact  that  the  purchase  price  does  not  represent  simply  paper, 
printing  and  binding,  which  were  a comparatively  small  item  in  the  total  cost 
of  preparation  of  this  book.  By  far  the  larger  proportion  of  the  price  paid  for 
these  maps  is  paid  for  service,  or,  in  other  words,  for  the  professional  services 
and  expense  involved  in  making  the  maps  and  in  keeping  them  constantly  revised 
and  up  to  date.  The  cost  of  this  service  would  be  many  times  the  sale  price  of 
the  maps  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  by  unique  methods  of  distribution,  resulting 
in  very  large  editions,  the  cost  of  this  service  is  distributed  among  so  many 
customers  as  to  make  it  fall  lightly  upon  each. 

In  order  to  get  this  large  distribution  we  do  not  depend  upon  ordinary  retail 
channels  alone,  but  make  a systematic  man-to-man  canvass  throughout  the  entire 
area  covered  by  the  maps.  This  work  is  carried  on  by  a body  of  especially 
trained  men  who  work  on  a combined  salary  and  commission  basis  in  exclusive 
territory.
